ton Eyskens, who conferred with 
the King in Geneva during the 


week-end about the proposed Bel- 


gian plebiscite which will deter- 
mine whether Leopold returns to 
the throne. 

The king’s memorandum recites 
in detatil the military operations 
of May, 1940, after the German in- 
vasion of the lowlands and leading 


up to his capitulation as com- 
mander-in-chief of the Belgian 
army 


Bitter Remarks by Allies 


The controversy over the capitu 
lation reached its height when 
Winston Churchill, then British 
prime minister, told the House of 
Commons on June 4, 1940 

Suddenly, without prior consul 
tation, with the least possible no- 


tice, without the advice of his min- 
isters and upon his own personal 
act, he (Leopold) sent a plenipo- 
tentiary to the German command 
surrendered his army and exposed 
our whole flank and means of, re- 
treat.” 

French Premier 
was even more bitter. He said on 
May 28 that Leopold had surren- 
dered “without warning and “with- 
out one thought for the British and 
French soldiers who came to the 
help of his country on his anguish- 
ed appeal.” 

Leopold quotes Reynaud, how- 
ever, as having told Churchill as 
early as May 15 in a telephone con- 
versation: “We are beaten.”

“A vacuum had thus been created 
on the Belgians’ right, which

The police, on _ notification, 
swung into action promptly and 
methodically as only a well 
trained and efficient force are 
capable of. Every precaution was 
taken and every safeguard 
humanly possible was arranged 
to prevent the culprit escaping 
the city. The actual apprehen- 
sion of the suspect within eight 
hours of the robbery must bring 
to all citizens a sense of security 
in the matter of protection of 
life and property.

Protects Citizeris 


During this session of pariia- 
ment there again has been‘a pro 
test against the special right re- 
tained by both federal and pro- 
vinelal parliaments of being ex- 
empt from ordinary litigation. A 
government cannot be sued for 
money which it owes or for 
damage which it causes, 

Strictly speaking, a govern- 
ment can refuse to pay you the 
money it may admit owing to 
you, A government car may run 
over you and maim you for life 
without you having any right to 
sue for damages, 

Actually, most governments 
consent to such actions being 
brought against them. But the 
point is that unless they do con- 
sent the citizen cannot do a 
thing about it. 

Surely a citizen has a right to 
be protected against the actions 
of his own government and if he 
is not treated properly, he should 
at the very least, have the right 
to go to the courts and state his 
case and have the court decide 
if he has been wronged, 

Yet, while it is true that in 
most cases Crown Ministers have 
been fair in these ma‘ters, there 
have been cases where the crown 
has taken advantage of its posi- 
tion in order to prevent wrongs 
from being remedied, 


Government 
Needn’t Pay 


Of equal jmportance is the fact 
that even if permisSion is given 
to sue and even though the case 
goes to court and the citizen 
secures a judgment, there is 
nothing that compells the govern- 
ment to pay that judgment. 
Again, the ministers do, as a rule, 
see that such judgments ave paid 
but if a particular stubborn min- 
ister decided that he did not 
agree with the court's decision, 
he could refuse to pay and that 
would be that. 

Back in the days when parlia- 
ment did little more than meet 
in order to pass legislation, these 
special rules might have been 
justified because in those days 
the only purpose for taking pro- 
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ceedings would be to interfere 
with the work of the parliament 
itself and nothing should Inter- 
fere with that, 

Today, however, governments 
operate businesses, They employ 
thousands of people, They oper- 
ate cars and trucks, They do 
everything that any private citi- 
ven or company does, But they 
cannot be sued without consent- 


ing. 
Governments all have well 
qualified legal departments. If 


anything, a government is in an 
ideal position to dea] with any 
issue before the courts, Thus 
there is no reason why any citi- 
zen should be prevented from 
going to the courts with any com- 
plaint he might want to make, 


Basic Right 
Of Citizens 


Some such proceedings would 
be silly or unfounded, but if so, 
there is a method for having them 
disposed of quickly. Frivolous 
proceedings are often taken 
against citizens or companies and 
these have to be dealt with, usu- 
ally at some expense, 

Thus qa government would face 
no greater difficulty than would 
anyone else through being sued, 
In fact the great number of con- 
sents which are granted are the 
best proof that there is no valid 
objection to a government being 
sued. 

For this reason it would seem 
that the best interests of both the 
citizens and the state would be 
served if the Federal Govern- 
ment and the Provincial Govern- 
ments each passed legislation 
providing that actions could be 
taken against them at any time 
without permission being needed, 
and that the final judgments 
would be obeyed, 

Such an act would serve us 
better than all the so-called 
Bills of Right that so many peo- 
ple talk about. Such a remedy 
would be a positive guarantee, A 
Bill of Rights does not mean 
much if you are prevented from 
going to court to have it en- 
forced,

Don Iddon, the alert and able 
New York correspondent of the 
London Daily Mail, has plainly 
written what many people have 
been thinking.

Money is Key 
To Control 


The reason for all this is 
plain. Britain is now “getting by” 
on Marshall Plan funds, She will 
require a U.S. loan over a billion 
and a half dollars in this pres- 
ent year in order to obtain even 
enough food to enable her to eat 
on the present grim austerity 
level. 

The Americans cannot be ex- 
pected to hand out this amount 
of Treasury money’ without 
checking its use. The net result 
is that they have blundered into 
becoming financial overlords of 
all Western Europe, 

The relationship is exactly the 
same as that whereby Britain 
used to govern princely states in 


India, Control of the bank ac- 
count is the key to control ‘of 
any government. 


The real rub, on the money 
side is that Britain has not be- 
come the forty-ninth state of the 
American union, 

For if she had, there would 
be no economie crisis in Britain 
today, Britain’s monetary 
troubles would be over. She 
would be able to sell everywhere 
and everything she now sells. 

She would be able to sell in 
many markets where she cannot 
now sell. For many people forget 
that the main reason for Britain's 
dollar-lack is because the US, 
and even Canada maintain sky- 
high tariff walls which most 
British goods cannot cross, 


Federation 
Idea Sound 


As the forty-ninth American 
State, Britain would be prosper- 
ous—probably the most prosper- 
ous state in the whole union, She 
could incidentally, go even fur- 
ther socialisticaliy, 

And, incidentally, the British 
part of the enlarged U.S.A. would 
be politically the most impor- 
tant of all. For, under the pecul- 
jar American Constitution, no 
candidate for President could 
ever win unless he then got the 
electoral yotes of Britain, These 
would go on the “winner takes 
all basis.” Instead of Washington 
running Britain, Britons would 
be running Washington, 

In the above I am not advo- 
cating absorption of Britain into 
the U.S.A. I am trying to show 
the vital difference there is be- 
tween Britain's present status of 
humiliating colonialism to the 
U.S.A. and what it would be as 
4 free-and-equal partner with 
the American democracy, 

There is little chance that Brit- 
aln would ever apply to be taken 
in as @ mere state in the U.S.A, 
if only because the throne is 
the centre and crowning symbol 
of British national consciousness 
and historical continuity, 

But a proposition for a federa- 
tion of the U.S.A, the British 
Commonwealth and all the other 
democracies in the North At 
lantic region would be the ideal 
solution of this problem,

At a ripe 33 years of age Matthew Lamont (Mac) 
Colville has a lot of hockey memories jammed in between 
his ears. 

Some have a pleasant echo, like, for instance, the first 
goal he punched home after joining New York Rangers, 
midway through the 1935-36 season. Final score that night: 
Rangers 1, Chicago 0. 

And there was the 1939-40 season as a whole. Rangers 
won it all that year—Stanley cup, everything that was 
going. Bryan Hextall paced the Blue-Shirts in the playoffs 
with four goals. Mac Colville tied with two or three others 
for runner-up honors by notching three. 

In other words Neil’s younger brother, although 
rated pretty much a defensive asset during his eight 
seasons and more with the Gothamites, was no Mar- 
garet O’Brien in front of the opposition net. 

: Neil Colville . . . Mac Colville . . . Alex Shibicky— 
this trio became one of the great lines in National league 
history before hanging them up for good. 

And the workhorse was M. Colville. 


When Success Didn’t Pay Off 


Annual hockey school of the Maple Leaf Athletic 
club was broken out of the wrapper at the Gardens yes- 
terday. Smack dab in the middle of it, as one of Ted 
Allard’s righthand men, was Mac Colville. 

During a lull in the proceedings, while Allard, Henry 
White, Clarence Moher and others of the ‘faculty’ did 
a job of sorting some of the chaff from the wheat, Col- 
ville was asked about his experiences as coach of Van- 
couver Caucks, two seasons back. 

That was the year the Edmonton-born puckman led

And now, 18 months later, he seemed anything but 
keen to discuss the matter. “There isn’t much sense dig- 
ging up old bones,” he philosophised.

“IT went out there to do a job and I couldn’t see 
why I had to bend the knee to the press,” he pointed 
out. More than once the typewriter jockeys accused 
the Canuck coach of being anything but co-operative.
